BOSTOX. July 7.—Gov. Butler returned

"Therefore so far as any official powei 


of duty lies with me. it will be exerted, first, 
to obtain that consolidated lina from Boston 
to tho navigable waters of the west, ou 
which, through the tunnel, freight can bo 
carried and brought at tho cheapest rate 
aud, secondly, to so preserve tho state contro' 
of the tunnel that it will never be open to 
such a condition of things that competitiii! 
shall cease. In other words, that whoevci 
desires to go through the tunnel with freigh 
onrossoiigor, shall go through at the same 
rate as anybody .else, and everybody else 
shall go through at tha sumo rate that hi 
shall; otherwise all the expenditure upon 
has been substantially valueless." 


The governor tirgued that a change o 


ownership in the tunnel would not work dis- 
aster, and said: ""Whoever owns tho tunnel, 
the legislature and executive power of Mass- 
achusetts coutrol it, and nothing can be doue 
to it that the legislature uud the executive 
do not agree to.

Cam then interfered, and ordered Howard to 
go back into the car where ho belonged. 
Howardri-efused to go, when Ci|u remarked: 
"By - '! I'll moke you go," at tho same 
time rising to his feet and pulling a revolver 
from his pocket. Howard, seeing tho weapon 
in tho hands' -of Cain, sprang upon the lat- 
ter, seized tho weapon, with both hands, 
and attempted to wrench it from tho grasp 
of his opponent. 
During tho struggle which 


ensued tho weapon was discharged, but failed 
to do any harm. The men stumbled over a 
valise sotting in tho doorway of tho car and 
fell to the iloor, where they continued to 
struggle for possession of tho revolver. 
Whilo on tho floor four shots wore fired, threo 
of them taking effect in tho body of Cam. Ono 
of the balls entered his loft tcroplu and lodged 
In tho brain, another passed through a noto 
book in tho pocket of his coat and entered 
lus left side below tho fifth rib, and, rang- 
ing upward, passed through tho lobe of 
the'left lung, severing several of tho largo 
blood-vessels connected 
with that organ, 


while the third ball inflicted a flesh wound in 
tho right side. By this time -the train, had 
reached tho depot, when Howard sprang to 
his feet, jumped from tbo train, 'and started 
to run, closely pursued by thn conductor, A, 
B. Gibson, who emptied his revolver at the 
fugitive, but failed to bring him. to a halt, 
and; for a time it was feared that ho would 
escape. " Tho wounded man lingered for about 
four hours, when ho died.

,,, good elementary book, and there is 
nobody so hard Lo Leach properly and 
well as people urho know nothing about 
a subject; aud I will Loll you why. If I 
address an audience of persons who are 
occupied in tho same line of work as 
mysuH 1 can assume thai they know a 
vast deal, and that they can lind out the 
blunders I make. If they don't, iL is 
their fault and not mine; but when I 
appear before a, body of people who 
know nothing about Lhe matter, who 
take for gospel whatever I say, surely 
it becomes needful that! consider what 
I say, make 
sure 
that 
it will 


bear 
examination 
and 
that I do 


not impose upon Ihe credulity of those 
who have faith in. mo. In the second 
place, it involves that dillluult process of 
knowing what you know so well that 
you can talk about it as you can-talk 
about your ordinary business. A man 
can always talk about his own business. 
He.can always make it plain; but if his 
knowledge is hearsay he is afraid to go 
beyond what he has recollected and 
put it before those that are ignorant in 
such a shape that they shall compre- 
hend it. That is why, to be a. good ele- 
mentary teacher, lo teach tho elements 
of any subject, requires most careful 
consideration if you are a master of the 
subject; and if you arc not a master of 
it it is needful you should familiarize 
yourself with so much as you are called 
upon to teach—soak yourself in it, so to 
speak—until you know it as part of 
your daily life and daily knowledge, and 
then you will be able to teach anybody. 


. That is what I mean by practical 
teachers, and although tho deficiency 
is being remedied to a- largo extent, I 
think it is one which lias long existed, 
and which has existed from no fault of 
those who undertook to teach, but be- 
cause until within the last score years 
it absolutely was not possible for any 
one in a great many branches of science", 
whatever his desire might bo, to get in- 
struction which would enable him -to be 
a good teacher of elementary things. 
All that is being rapidly altered, and I 
hope it will soon become a thing of the 
past."—Nature.

In the course of a recent debate on 


vivisection in the Prussian Landtag, 
the Minister of Public Worship, Von 
Gossler, cited the following remarkable 
case : "A youn"- lady, belonging to an 
aristocratic family in IConigsberg, grad- 
ually lost her power of vision, until at 
last she was entirely blind. 
Her eye, 


on being examined, was found to bo 
perfectly sound, whence it followed 
that tho seat of her trouble must, be in 
the brain. All treatment proved un- 
availing until the discovery was made 
that she had received some months 
previously a heavy blow on the head 
from a falling board. Professor Munck, 
.the famous experimentalist who exam- 
ined her, convinced the oculist and the 
surgeon that Lhe affected part must be* 
that section of the brain which his ex- 
periments on monkeys had proved to 
be tho centra! station for sensations of 
sight. The blow had evidently injured 
the membrane of Lhe brain. This made 
perforation of the skull iicc'essary—a 
very diflicult operation—which, how- 
ever, in this case was comparatively 
simple, because the exact locality in. 
the brain was known, whereas in the 
case of a Prince wiio.se skull was per- 
forated for a similar reason, previous 
to Pr. Munck's discoveries, the opera- 
tion had to be. repeate-tl thirty-two 
times. The young lady recovered her 
eyesight completely."
